First Arrivals Are Reported 


Making Encouraging Pro- 
gress In Training 


Aemican Field Headquarters in 
France, Nov. 80.—American national 
guard units representing every state 
in the union are now in France. 
They arrived some weeks ago but 
it was not until today that permis- 
sion was granted to announce that 
fact. 

The new Sammies were given a 
heart thrilling welcome by France. 
They were quartered in towns which 
heretofore had seen only a few of 
the American fighting men. The ac- 
casion of their arrival was made a 
memorable one by special welcoming 
ceremonies, in 
tombined with the military authori- 
ties in a whole hearted celebration. 
-Blaring French bands, trying their 
best to rattle off American ragtime, 
gave a home flavor to a reception 
which, otherwise must have impress- 
ed the militia boys as unlike anything 
else in the world. 

The Americans were welcomed like 
heroes. The French population, 
dressed in its gayest clothes, march- 
ed side by side with the detachments. 
festooned the soldiers with garlands 
of flowers and decked them out in 
tiny American flags. 

Within 24 hours the militiamen wer 
thoroughly at home and on the most 
friendly relations with their fellow 
townsmen throughout the area over 
which they were billeted. 

The first national guard arrivals, 
it was stated. at headquarters. today, 
have made encouraging progress in 
their training. General Pershing has 
already inspected certain units. 
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NEW LABOR LAWS 
IRE PROPOSED 


STATE DEPARTMENT WOULD. 
CLOSE EMF'LOYMENT BUR. 
EAUS, FIRE ESCAPES 
CONDEMNED 


Lansing, Mich., Nov. 30.—Recom- 
mendations and observations which: 
would affect all parts of the state are 
contained in the thirtv-fourth annual 
report of the department of labor. 

Upon Governor Sleeper is urged 
‘the necessity of a more liberal ap- 
propriation for the free employment 
bureau in order that it may drive out 
the privately conducted businesses of 
that nature. Commissioner James 
V. Cunningham reiterates his belief 
that “the securing of a position or job 
should not be subject to barter and 
exchange.” 

He asks for the appointment at 
once of a commission to investigate 
and report upon the employment sit- 
uation in the state, which he believes 
would result in such stringent legis- 
lation by the next legislature as to 
abolish the privately operated em- 
ployment bureaus. 

Present fire escapes are condemn- 
ed, the specifications in the ‘hotel 
law” being styled “positively use- 
less.” He recommends that the fire 
marshal and the labor commission be 
authorized to draft standard specifi- 
cations for fire escapes. Some are so 
constructed on school houses and 
other public buildings as to be of no 
value in the event of fire. Inspection 
of fire escapes on school_houses. by 
the fire marshal’s office is pointed out 
as a duplication of work done by the 
labor forces. Another suggestion is 
that truant officers be empowered to 
enter places where labor is employed 
to ascertain whether children are be- 
ing worked in violation of the law. 

Recommendation that the industrial 
accident board establish branches in 
principal industrial cities to give in- 
formation to those who are injured is 
made in the report. 

“I am firmly convinced it is abso - 
3 lutely esential that we have legisla- 
tion fixing for all male employees, 
the number of hours which shall con- 
stitute a standard work day, the 
commission says in the report.
